Directives, and information found in FSIS training material.
This notice officially cancels all parts of:

A. the Meat and Poultry Inspection (MPI) Manual;

B. all MPI Bulletins, such as 77-114, Residue Sampling Requirements, and 79-65,
Spray-on Polyurethane;

C.all MPI Directives such as 918.1, Poultry Carcass Inspection Program, and
917.1, Meat and Poultry Residue Program;

D. all regional notices; and
E. any letters containing instructions to field personnel dated prior to 2002.
